Also enclosed is a revised Figure 1, showing Figures 1A and IB, that is agreemenfwith the 
Examiner's Amendment authorized by Attorney Schubert. 

Also, the Examiner's reasons for allowance of claims 1-9 have been reviewed. The Examiner's 
attention is respectfully drawn to, for example, Fig. 2A and col. 4, lines 16-65, of U.S. 5,571,005 
(Wyles et aL), and Fig. 3 of U.S. 4,857,725 (Goodnough et aL). The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to reconsider her stated reasons for allowance, which appear to be somewhat broadly stated 
in view of the prior art. 

In addition, the Examiner cited U.S. 6,495,830, and characterized same as disclosing the 
simultaneous separation into spectral bands. While this maybe true, it is noted that this U.S. Patent 
appears to teach that the photocurrent is not read-out simultaneously. Instead, the photocurrent from 
a "selected quantum well layer" is processed in the embodiment of Fig. 2 (col. 6, lines 22-28 and 36- 
40), and in Fig. 6 a ganged selector switch is used to "select" from which quantum well layer the 
photocurrent will be processed (e.g., col. 8, lines 38-47).
